MRS. S. A. MYERS 
IS DEAD AT 93; 
HEARD LINCOLN 


Mrs. Harah A. Myers, who as a 
girl heard the cannonading at G et­ 
tysburg and the im m ortal address 
President Lincoln 
later 
delivered 
here, died Monday at her home in 
Moylnn, near Philadelphia. 
Mrs. Myers, who was 93, was the 
mother of Albert Cook Myers, tile 
historian, and tile widow of John T. 
Myers. 
At the celebration of their sixtieth 
wedding anniversary in 1933, Mrs. 
Myers and her husband told friends 
they plainly remembered watching 
the Union army m arch into G ettys­ 
burg. 


She was 
bom July 9. 1844, 
at 
Cook’s mill, one mile north of Ben­ 
dersville, tile youngest daughter of 
Jesse and Ruth 
(McMillan) Cook, 
and a birthright member of Meiuil- 
len Monthly Meeting or Friends or 
Quakers. 
Per nine years, from 1864 to 1874, 
she taught 
school in 
her native 
county, near Bendersvile. 
It* 1867 
she attended Millersville 
Normal 
school, Lancaster county. 
Bile was m arried, December 
23, 
1873, at New Chester, Adams coun­ 
ty, to John T. Myers, and last De­ 
cember 23 they quietly celebrated 
their sixty-third wedding anniver­ 
sary, at their Moylan home. 
In the fall of 1863 she sat on the 
platform with President Lincoln at I 
Gettysburg, shaking his hand on j 
tlrat day. 
Mr and Mrs. Myers lived in York 
Springs from 
1874 to 
1888, where 
their four children were bom. They 
later resided near Flora Dale; 
in 
Dillsburg, and in Kennett Square. 
They moved to Moylan in 1907.

teacher, and Mrs.

CIRCULAR WALLS 


H arrisburg, Aug. IO (A P)—T hree 
circular towers, squat and forbid­ 
ding, clinging to a rocky hillside and 
overlooking an enclosure as barren 
as the G obi—th a t will be P ennsyl­ 
v an ia’s new "A lcatraz”, a 12,000,000 
prison for hardened crim inals. 
Colonel Augustine S. Janew ay, ex­ 
ecutive director of th e general sta te 
authority, described th e com pleted 
( 
plans today. 
- 
T he prison Is to be built a t M t. 
G retna, 
th e 
abandoned 
m ilitary 
reservation n o t far from the capital, 
w here only a few years ago N ational 
G uardsm en 
trained 
and 
revival 
services in ten ts drew w orshippers 
and converts from all p arts of cen­ 
tra l Pennsylvania. 
It will be surrounded by 10,000 
feet of tool-resistant steel m esh. 
T h ere will n o t be a tree, not a blade 
of grass in th e enclosure—no u n d er­ 
brush 
th ro u g h 
w hich 
a 
convict 
m ig h t escape unseen. 
T he au th o rity has designated th e 
prison as of m axim um security— 
th a t is, it will be as escape proof 
as is possible. 
The walls of th e 
prison will be round. 
Janew ay explained th a t the d e­ 
p a rtu re from th e rectangular to c ir­ 
cu lar walls is prom pted by th e ad d i­ 
tional stren g th to be gained. 
Also 
th e cost will be reduced. 
He said 
th a t to pour a cem ent barricade of 
equal safety and resistance would 
increase th e expenditure m ore th a n 
$100,000. 
T he cen ter tower will be flanked 
by two com panion enclosures. 
T he 
cen tral prison will house an o th er 
prison w ithin itself, consisting of six 
cell blocks of 592 cells. 
At th e o u t­ 
side gate th e re will be a vehicle lock 
an d a g u ard s’ house. T h e two gates 
em bracing th is lock, as in all other 
points of ingress and egress, will 
lock in pairs. 
It will be impossible 
to have both open at th e sam e tim e. 
T he inm ates will pass through the 
receiving an d q u aran tin e units e n ­ 
terin g the circular tow er by de­ 
scending in an elevator in to th e solid 
rock and through a tunnel in th is 
rock to th e interior of th e huge 
circle. 
By th e tim e a prisoner Is 
lodged in his cell he will have passed 
th ro u g h a dozen locks. 
An enclosure on the left will house 
th e w orkshops; the one on th e rig h t 
will be the exercise grounds. 
O ne featu re of security is a n a r­ 
row tow er w ith a w inding staircase 
wide enough for only one person. 
Up 
th is cylinder m ust go every 
guard stationed on top of th e m ain 
tow er and from this tow er access is 
ch ad 
to 
th e o th er walls by 
two 
P ^ rid g e s. 
T h e guard on duty in th is tow er 
controls all locks inside th e prison 
an d he operates them only by secret 
codes telephoned to and from th e 
inside. 
In case of em ergency, th is 
guard, by touching a m aster b u t­ 
ton, can secure all the m ain locks. 
T he cells will be inside rooms, 
back-to-back. 
T he corridor will run along th e 
outer wall and only indirect su n ­ 
lig h t will en ter the cell a fte r it 
screens th ro u g h the corridor ven­ 
tilators 
prisoner has only one direction, th a t 
leading into th e corridor. 
In any 
o th e r course he would come out in 
an o th e r cell or com partm ent. 
T he guard on the catw alk above 
th e cell block will be able to look 
th ro u g h slits in to every cell. 
In keeping w ith the n atu re of the 
prison, a new d eath house will be 
established eventually, and th e elec­ 
tric ch a ir will be removed from th e 
picturesque prison farm a t Rock- 
view, n ear Bellefonte.

Mr. 
Rockefeller In this. that he was 
deeply interested in life. 
He too 
was very rich. 
The word 'ruler’ In 
the original Greek means, one in 
authority,’'a judge’or 'a magistrate.’. 
Today we would call him mayor. 
But with all his goodness he was 
still human. 
He made mistakes. 
What 
was 
this young m ans 
fault? 
He wanted to be saved, but 
he wanted it like everything else — 
on his own terms. 
Men of that 
type usually detour and go around 
the hill of Calvary, 
He had great possessions, ‘What 
good thing shall I do th at I may 
have eternal life?’ 
Nothing to do. 
It has all been done. There was no 
good thing he could do. Jesus paid 
it all for you and me.

"The mayor’s mistake is a com­ 
mon one today. 
Take our civic 
righteousness and welfare programs 
—salvation by education; salvation 
by environment; salvation by cul­ 
ture—but culture Is not salvation. 
Refinement is not salvation. Social 
prestige is not salvation. 
Killing 
germs is not salvation. 
Draining 
swamps is not salvation. 
All these 
may be good. 
Salvation Ls the gift 
of God. We must accept it as a gift 
from God. 
“ ‘He was very rich.’ 
It is no 
sin to be rich. 
But any man is a 
pauper who has nothing but money. 
"His gold was his ruin. 
And you 
know the whole world Is concerned 
now about a little gold. Tile United 
States has over four billions in re­ 
serve. 
France has 
three billions 
and England a little less. 
And all 
are fighting to get it. 
Four years 
ago if I had $100 in gold in my 
pocket I was a law-abiding citizen. 
If I had a pint of whiskey I was a 
criminal. 
Today It is the reverse. 
If I have $100 in gold I am a 
criminal and if I have a pint of 
whiskey I am a respectable citizen; 
cheap standard today.

the item was $14,483,000. 
The President said the advisory 
committee on education which he 
appointed last Septem ber to study 
the experience under the existing 
federal ald program was unanimous 
in recommending uncurtailed con­ 
tinuance of the program.

I world 
has 
grandstand 
seats 
for 
seeing the new Finsler comet. They 
are virtually the only nights when 
there Is a good chance for the lay­ 
m an to spot the celestial object. 
The 
comet, 
discovered 
by 
the 
Swiss Astronomer Finsler a m onth 
ago. is now at Its brightest, but even 
so is unlikely to be seen unless the 
w atcher knows the exact spot. 
On these nights It Is passing along 
the big dipper. It is Just above. Pas­ 
sing toward the hande. Above means 
over the side which would be the top 
lf the dipper were full of water. 
Look at tile star which Joins the 
the handle to the bowl of the dipper. 
The comet tonight, according to the 
diagram s In Popular Astronomy, Is 
right above this star. It is exactly 
the same distance above this handle- 
joint star as the space from this 
star to the one below m arking the 
bottom of the dipper. It Is in a dead 


straight line, som etim e tonight, made 
by these two stars. 
Wednesday 
night 
will be even 
easier to fix the comet’s position. 
Look for the outerm ost star in the 
dipper’s handle. Count one star in­ 
ward along th e handle. This Is the 
star, Mlzar, very distinct, where the 
handle makes its fam iliar downward 
bend. 
Sometime during the night, rather 
late, the comet will pass directly un­ 
der Mlzar. 
The comet was brightest Monday 
night. B ut It probably can be seen* 
better tonight and tomorrow. 
It will be a hazy patch to those 
who see. This haze Is a swarm of 
J particles and gases 50.000,000 miles 
away. The tail, seen distinctly with 
telescopes, is more than two million 
miles long. Tile tail is caused by the 
rays of sunlight forcing gases from 
the comet’s head to stream out Into 
space.
